N reviewing a recent book by A. 

Angus, entitled THE RELIGIOUS 
GUESTS OF THE GRAECO-RO- 
MAN WORLD, the reviewer says: 

“To a layman pondering the phen- 
omenon of Christianity there appears 
a miracle greater than any reco 
marvel of loaves and fishes or the 
raising of the dead. That miracle is 
the spread of Christianity itself 
through the Western world-—the mar- 
vel of how this offshoot of a derided 
sect in an unhappy corner of the Ro- 
man Empire should survive and flour- 
ish, and at last conquer, in the sophis- 
ticated civilizat.on of the Hellenistic 
| world.” 
| But the writer of the book does not 
| like to have the establishment and 
growth of Christianity regarded as 
the miracle which it appears to be. 
St. Augustine thought it was the 
greatest. of all miracles. In proving 
that there are such things as miracles, 
he animadverted that if Christianity 
| had been established without miracles 
i that fact itself would be the greatest 
| of all miracles. But the writer of the 
| book in question believes that Chris- 
tianity just happened to come at the 
right moment, at the time when peo- 
ple were most ready for it. The in- 
tellectuals wanted a change from the 
old idolatry and the common people 
were famishing for a new and living 


religion which would bring relief to, 


them in their oppression and misery. 
Mr. Angus offers another explanation, 
namely, that Christianity absorbed 
much to which the pagan people were 
attached and still more of the things 
which had been dear to the Jewish 
people, thereby making Christiarity 
attractive to both groups.

A TOUR. OF EUROPE BY AUTOMOBILE 
‘The first objective of our pilgrimage party was Lisieux, 
the little city of France made world-famous by its first, 


though during the life-time most obscure, citizen—The Little 
Flower 


Upon our arrival at Cherbourg on April 12, two fine 
With guide and 
chauffeurs there were sixteen of us, but since the limousines 
seat ten people each, we were quite comfortable. 

The drive from Cherbourg to Lisieux, about 125 miles, 
was through beautiful Normandy, and the apple blossoms, 


‘which are extolled in song, were just making their appear- 


ance. The whole route to Lisieux and thence to Paris, cover- 
ing 250 miles, was over pavement enclosed by two rows of 
majestic trees, which, in summer, shade the whole passage. 

Lisieux is a little city of 15,000 inhabitants, and its age is 
teld by some of its churches. The chapel and convent of the 


‘Benedictine Sisters, still in use, were erected in the 11th cen- 


tury. The parish church of St. James, which the family of 
the Little Flower attended, is nearly as old. The Cathedral is 
a gorgeous and beautiful structure, but has also had several 


centuries of use. 


On Saturday morning, April 13, the Bishop and accom- 
panying priests said Mass at the Shrine of the Little Flower, 
and al] members of the party received Holy Communion. 
Therevpon permission was secured to visit a large room con- 
taining numerous things associated with the Little Flower; 
for instance, her first Holy Communion dress ; the bridal gar- 
ment which she wore on the day of her reception; her novice 
habit; the habit she wore as a professed religious; her long, 
carly hair cut at the time she made her vows; these, and many 
other things. Her relics are contained partly in a silver cas- 
ket, partly in a'reclining life-size figure of wax-which sur- 
mounts the casket, though the bones of one arm were sent to 
the Holy Father. 

A Benedictine Sister, who taught little Therese before 
she entered Carmel, is writing the school-day life of the Saint. 
and having heard that the Bishep is a publisher, asked for 
an interview with him. She and a Miss Duval, who will trans- 
late the biography into English, will send their manuscript 
to the Bishop for his imprimatur in behalf of the English 
version. In her own life narrative Therese says nothing about 
her schoo! days. 

But the greatest privilege of all was a visit and an inter- 
view with the Superior of Carmel, who is a Sister of the Little 
Flower. The Bishop asked this privilege in behalf of his 
party, but it could not be granted. It was finally agreed that 
the Bishop might take with him the priests of his party, who 
could speak fave to face with this beautiful Sister of a Saint, 
and that after the interview the lay members might appear 
before the enclosure and address a few questions to Therese’s 
sister (through an interpreter). Thus all heard her speak, 
but the Bishop saw her and clearly distinguished the Saint's 
features in her own 

When we told Sister Agnes of Jesus (for that is her 
name) that we were going to Rome, she asked the bishop if 
he would carry a souvenir to the Holy Father. Of course he 


agreed to do this, but was surprised an hour later, when he 
saw the size of the package which would not go into his 
suitcase. 

Three Sisters of Therese are still alive and in the con- 


vent; two at the Carmel! of Lisieux and one in a different 
cloistered community. Pauline, now Sr. Agnes of Jesus, who 
heads Carme!. was the eldest sister, but she appears as youth- 
ful as her saint. Her face is well-rounded, without a 
wrinkle, her «. arp and smiling 

Of course we also visited the house 
family lived, known as “Les Bessonies.”’ It is a large brick 
house with a beautiful setting. The family was fairly well- 
to-do. The furnishings of the various rooms, including those 
of Therese’s bed-room and play-room, are preserved there.

THE PASSION PLAY 

On May 8th the last dress rehearsal of the Oberammer- 
gau Passion Play took place before 5,000 people who sat in 
the rain for eight hours to witness it.

When they arrived at the place, the 
executioner told Marcellinus what was 
about to happen. Marcellinus and 
Peter began at once to clear away the 
bushes and thorns of the forest and 
to dig themselves a grave. As soon 
as it was ready, the holy men bowed 
down in prayer and allowed the sol- 
dier to cut off their heads. Pope Da- 
masus heard about the courage of 
these two Martyrs from the lips of 
the man who put them to death. They 
gave up their lives rather than deny 
their Faith, in the year 3804.
